Issuing Municipal Bonds 


The proposed new law governing the issuing of' mu- 


nicipal bonds, now in preparation by City Attorney [Logan 
at the request of President .Foster, of 'the. Port Wavne 
park board, includes some progressive features in dealing 
with the bond subject that ought 1o commend it to the pub- 
lie. 
AVhile the draft of the proposed law is not yet com- 


plete, and some details remain to be worked out, the appli- 
cation of the initiative, the referendum and the recall 
principle is the most striking feature of the measure. 


The demand for public opportunity for more thor- 


ough control of public affairs is unquestionably growing 
rapidly, and there can be no disputing the mate justice 
of the principle. There should be every opportunity for 
the people to secure what they want as well as to just a 
effectively disapprove something they do iK.it want! It i 
contemplated by the new law that after the city eounei 
shall have voted an issue of bonds for anv purpose thirtj 
clays must elapse after its approval by the mavor before 
it shall become effective. At any lime before ihe expir 
ation of ten days after its approval, one-fourth of the lega 
voters of a city may by petition recall the action of the 
council and the whole matter shall Ilirn go to the voter? 
for a decisive verdict. The idea of the measure is to 
plify the matter of municipal bond issues, while at tho 
snme time the recall and referendum feat tiros provide the 
public ample protection against action which they may no 
approve. ^ It would enable, also. ih (> reaching of a definite 
and satisfactory verdict, in the matter—.something wholly 
impossible under procedure recently followed in dealing 
with local situations involving the question of the issuance 
of bonds.

Representative government does not 


mean that present-day conditions cannot 
be remedied. 
Upon the contrary, pro- 


gressive legislation may be enacted with 
no disturbance to the checks and bal- 
ances of our system of government. Un- 
less progressive legislation is enacted, 
the people, some day, will open up the 
cul-de-sac even though the opening may 
lead representative government over a 
precipice into pure socialism or pater- 
nalism. 
The Constitution Case. 


The last general assembly recognizing 


our unfortunate condition with reference 
to the amendment of tho state consti- 
tution, ordered - presented for adoption 
or rejection by the people at the eluotion 
in l'J12, a new constitution. An action 
was brought to enjoin and restrain the 
governor and the other members of the 
state board of election 
commissioners 


and secretary of state from putting the 
i|iipstion of "adoption or rejection upon 
Hie ballot- 
The litigation resulted in 


a permanent injunction by the Indiana 
supreme court upon a divided opinion, 
three members of the court being in 
favor of the injunction and two against 
it. 
In the majority 
opinion is found 


this language: 


-There can be little doubt but that 


the framcrs of the revised constitution 
of 1851 believed that in Article.XVI they 
have provided an orderly method for 
making all the changes in the organic 
law which might be necessary. * * * 
It is manifest that they held the views 
relating to future changes in the or- 
ganic law which influenced tho conven- 
tion of Massachusetts of 1S20, of which 
Daniel Webster 
was 
a member and 


chairman of the committee on future 
amendments, which reported 
in favor 


nf the legislative mode of proposing 
amendments under guards and restric- 
tions and inserted no provision' for call- 
ing a convention. In explaining the rea- 
son for the action, Mr. Webster said: 


"'It occurred to the committee that 


w i t h the experience which we had had 
of the constitution, there was little 
probability that after the amendment 
which should 
now be 
adopted, there

nn inferior. 
In a constitution, a state 


vests its sovereign powers iu three de- 
partment and then imposes by express 
provisions such restrictions on (he ex- 
ercise of (he.'ie powers as may be de- 
sired. 
Has Usurped Functions. 


With utmost, respect for (he majority 


of the supremo court, 1 felt, that, it had 
usurped the'functions of the legislative 
and executive branches of government; 
that the sheriff of the court would have 
a rather interesting time in gettin" pos- 
session of my body and punishing me 
for contempt; and that, Mich decisions 
gave greater impetus to (.he recall of 
judges and decisions than all the opin- 
ions of mere laymen touching (he usurp- 
ations of the courts. 
Vet, I realized I 


alight he wrong. 


Though believing (hat. it was making 


af the supreme court the only branch 
nf government which we hail, sf.ill I 
felt, that.v while there was n possibility 
nf a judicial review. I should not. set, 
myself up as n judge and resist by force 
of arms what to me was an encroach- 
ment of the judiciary upon my const i- 
l u t i o i i n l rights. 
I was wholly unwilling

I believed that an orderly

The i j i i i ' - i i o n has now passed beyond 


the mere domain of party politics. 
The

opinion 
leaves tlie state in 


doubt as to whether it can even call a 
constihit ional 
convention. 
and as to 


wln-dicr our fathers did not 
foreclose 


upon posterity its right to alter and 
reform 
!(.-, system of government. 
It 


also leaves involved a far greater de- 
termination 
that of the right of the 


court, to strip the legislature ami execu- 
tive of their constitutional rights and 
to set itself up, not as a co-ordinate, 
but as a supreme, branch of govern- 
ment. 


In accordance with these views, I have 


sued out a writ of error to the supreme 
court of the I'nited States with confi- 
dence that that court will assume juris- 
'."cliou 
ami decide the questions in- 


volved and with confidence that it will 
not dismiss the ease and (ell me (hat 
if I (bought I was right. 1 should have 
(otally disregarded the decision of the 
supreme court, 
defied 
its authority, 


thrown i*s sheriff out of my window, 
called out the m i l i t i a to defend my po- 
sition and siiluiiitU:! the question to the 
people regardless of I he court. 


Finances of State. 


The finances of the state are in ex- 


cellent 
cotiditioii. 
The 
levy of (axes I 


under this administration has been one ! 
and one-half cents less than under pre- j 
ceding 
administration!*: 
our 
sinking! 


fund levy w i l l , by -lanuary I. 11115. pay! 
the temporary loan bonds due April i, i 
and May 
1, l!i|», amounting to $i;.~>il.llOU. i 


and will leave in the sinking fund a.p- j 
proxiraately .«20().00». This balance may i 
then be applied (o the payment of the i 
Vincennes university bonds, aggregating ! 
$120,5-40 and maturing in the year 1017, I 
or it may be applied to the expenses in- 
cident to the proposed celebration of the 
state's centennial. If the Vincennes uni- 
versity bonds are paid, (hen the onlv j 
indebted-ess of the state will be SMO.- I 
000 which it holds in trust for Till-due 
university and which it cannot pay off. 
and .5144,000 which it owes to Indiana 
university and which can be refunded 
by the state with profit to tho univer- 
sity. 


The levy for state taxes in Indiana is 


not excessive: the great burden of taxa- 
tion falls upon (he people from local 
taxation and local improvements. How- 
ever. I am unwilling to recommend any 
additional tax levy for state purpose's 
until some of our local burdens have 
been removed. 
After you have made 


your appropriations for the fixed pur- 
poses of the state and its institutions, 
you should not make appropriations for 
the biennial period to end September 
30, UII5, in excess of 
SilOO.OOO. 
This 


conclusion is based on statements fur- 
nished me by the auditor of state. Tne 
splendid results obtained two years ago 
in making specific and regular apprfcrin- 
tions in separate bills compel me to 
recommend that you again handle your 
appropriations in two enactments. 


Exposition and Centennial. 


There are two matters aside from our 


ordinary needs which demand your con- 
sideration One is the ranama-rncilic ex- 
position and the other the celebration of 
our centennial as a state. 
At sight 


expense to the state. I have secured one 
of the most desirable state sites at thn 
exposition for the Indiana building. We 
cannot afford to let Indiana. lag in thin 
matter. 
All of us aro interested ns a 


matter of pride and the business inter- 
ests of the stale are particularly con- 
cerned as they will receive business 
from tho state's participation in the ex- 
position while the stato is receiving 
glory. 


I suggest, that you authorize your gov- 


ernor to appoint a Commission 
with 


women representation there on; thnt 
you make the governor chairman ex- 
oflicio; that you appropriate a definite, 
sum for tbe use of (he commission and 
that you make available an additional 
sum, not lo exceed .$100,000, with which 
tli« state may meet dollar for dollar 
any sum which the business interests 
of the slate may raise. 


A centennial commission created 
by 


the last general assembly, will make a 
report io you. ' The subject, is of so 
great moment tha.t, the report should, in 
my opinion, be. referred to a special com- 
mitee with instructions that the views 
of all interested persons be obtained and 
that the original idea of a memorial 
building bo tenaciously held. 


Uniformity of Assessment. 


By the constitution of this stntc^the 


general assembly is required to provide 
by law for uniform and equal rate of as- 
sessement nnd taxation and the law 
now provides that all property shall be 
assessed^ at its true cash value. Our 
state board of tax commissioners is vest-' 
ed with authority to equalise assess- 
ments among the different counties only 
by increasing or decreasing the assess- 
ments of property hy classes, the classes 
being railroad property, lands, township 
and city lots and personal property. The 
class described as personal property in- 
cludes an immense variety of taxable 
property such as merchandise, stocks, 
manufactories, banks, 
moneys," debts, 


farm products, household goods, and a. 
(housand 
other things. 
There is 
a, 


shocking lack of uniformity in the as- 
sessment not only of various items of 
personal property in the sa.me county 
but between the same, items in diffc-r- 
enl, counties. 
The state, board has no 


power to correct this inequality. It can 
only increase or decrease the valuation 
of the class denominated personal prop- 
erty, thus perpetuating the ratio of 
disparity. An example of this is in the. 
assessment, of banks, not because they 
suffer more than other kinds of property 
but because they furitish the most con- 
spicuous illustration of discrimination. 
Bank stocks are to bo assessed by the 
boards of review to the owner thereof 
al the situs of the bank. 
The board of 


review of one county may assess bank 
stock at sixty per cent, of its market, 
value, while the hoard of review of an 
adjoining county may assess bank stock 
at. eighty-five per cent, of its market 
value. 
It. has happened that moneys and 


credits have been assessed as they should 
be at. one hundred cents on the dollar, 
while hank stocks have been assessed at 
sixty-file cents. 
If the Ktnte honrd rais- 


ed the bank stock lo one dollar then it 
would.have been compelled to raise the 
cash hi the, bank to 
one dollar and 


thirty-five cents. This would ha.ve beeu 
not only unjust hut farcical. The illus- 
tration of banks is used only because 
they are conspicuous, not. because l.lie.v 
are enjoying unjust rates of assesscment. 


ITecent. lawa of other sta.tes have em- 


powered state boards to order 
a, re- 


assessment 
in townships and counties 


where glaring inequalities exist and some 
statutes authorise slate hoards In equal- 
i/.e 
by individual classes of 
personal 


property, 
ilur law should be amended 


so as lo authorize the state board to as- 
sess bank stock and to equalize by in- 
dividual classes of personal property, not 
by the generic term of personal property, 
ami also to empower it to order re- 
assessment in townships and counties 
where glaring inequalities may 
exist. 


This would legitimately increase the rev- 
enue of the state. 


Inheritance Tax. 


There is another legitimate and le- : 


sirable methods of increasing our in- I 
come. 
[ refer to what is commonry i 


known as nn inheritance tax. 
However, | 


this is. in my judgment, a misnomer of j 
the principle upon which it is collected, j 
It is rather a fee charged by tbe state j 
on the devolution of property, real or j 
personal, either by will or intestacy. | 
The laws with reference to ii.testacy anil . 
the descent of property thereunder, and 
the right to make wills are privileges i 
which the state has given to its citizens, j 
It has therefore, an undoubted right to: 
fix a fee. commonly called an inherit- i 
ance tax. to be paid by those, who either j 
by w i l l or by statutory law. succeed to i 
the property of a deceased person and 
derive title thereto and enjoy protection 
in the possession thereof by the laws of 
the land.. There are l>u! uin- states ,i: 
which such a tax reasonably graded is 
not, in operation. The laws exempt small 
estates from tins tax. discriminate be- j 
iween lineal and collateral 
descend- | 


ants, and between relatives and stran- ! 
gers. and provide for a progressive in- 
crease of I lie rates in accordance with 
(.In- size of t i n - estate and the relation- , 
ship of the parties. 
I recommend the } 


enactment of such a law-. 
i 


Public Utilities Commission. 
j 


Under the police power of the state, 


we are seeing to it that people do not en- 
danger the lives of other people. 
There 


is never any trouble over the enforce- 
ment of these laws by the honest, and 
well-meaning. It is only the crooked and 
dishonest who object to them. 
Public 


service corporations by their very name 
disclose that 
the}- were 
organized not 


only for the stockholders but for tbe 
public. The use of the streets , alleys 
and unenclosed commons of the state be- 
long to tbe people, and in placing servi- 
tudes upon them in the shape of fran- 
chises, the legislature owes it to tha 
people who are to furnish the income 
for tho corporations to sec to it that 
they shall have not only fair and decent 
treatment but, also opportunity to learn 
whether it is fair and decent by going 
to some public official and ascertaining 
facts. 
>iO one wants a public service 


corporation to invest its money and fur- 
nish utilities without receiving a liberal 
reward, but everyone is entitled to know 
whether the servcc is being fairly and 
honestly furnished to the public. 


Franchises to Corporations. 


Under proper 
restrictions, exclusive 


franchises in Indiana, should be grante/1 
to public service corporations, pending 
good behavior. They should be under the 
charge of a public utilities commission, 
the duties of which should be imposed 
upon our railroad commission. Tho net 
imposing this duty upon that commis- 
sion should be fair and reasonable, jrunr- 
unteeing nn ample return to tho corpor- 
ations but at tbe same time sa.feguarding 
the rights of th" public which they were 
incorporated to serve and providing an 
expeditious way of adjusting rates so as 
to honestly treat the corporation and dis- 
tinctly serve tho people. 


On tin; letter-head of 
n corporation, 


'•('nptial Stock—$100.000," should mean 
that $100,000 is invested in the business, 
but it doesn't. I recommend that a. cor- 
poration shall not be permitted to do 
business until it h«» put all of its capi- 
tal stock either in money or property 
into the corporation. 
Let the secretary 


of state ascertain before issuing a char- 
ter that a corporation has its entire capi- 
tal stock panj cither in money or prop- 
erty' and it" hi property at its fair cash 
vnlun after appraisement by appraisers 
named by the secretary of state. 


'"Bule Sky" Securities. 


I recommend further that no bonds 


shall be issued until application made to 
tbe state board of tax commissioners, 
asking for leave to issue bonds and show- 
ing the purpose of the issue, is granted; 
and that the. hoard grant no leave until 
it has fixed the minimum price at which 
tho bonds may be sold, and exacted a 
proper bond to guarantee the use of the 
proceeds for the purposes named when 
the 
hcnds 
were authorized. 
I also 


recommend stringent laws against the 
offering for sale and selling or the, ad- 
vertising lor sale of stocks mid bonds in 
corporations—laws to protect the unwary 
against investing their money in that 
which is not property but mere promise 
in those, schemes which are ordinarily 
known to the business world as "blue 
sky." 


Workmen's Compensation. 


As it is the duty of the state to use 


preventive measures for the lessening of 
crime and disease so also is it its duty 
to enacts legislation thnt, will prevent its 
citizens from becoming public charges. 
In the end the destruction of life or the 
means of supporting life is a loss which 
falls 
somewhere. 
When it is a loss 


of the life or earning capacity of a lab- 
oring man the loss tails upon the slate. 
Of recent years 
manufacturers 
have 


sought to avoid responsibility for injury 
by taking out casualty insurance. 
At 


least sixty per cent, of tho premiums 
paid go to the profit of the casually 
company. This system has totally fail- 
ed, both from the economic and the 
moral, viewpoints. It has become a mere 
game of chance in which all the legal 
technicalities of the law are taken ad- 
vantage of to prevent payment of dam- 
ages. It has failed morally because it 
has built up a miserable class of ambu- 
lance chasers, who bring suits upon the 
hope of compromise, and of expert wit- 
nesses who 
testify 
in accordance w i t h 


their employment. 
'Hie greed of this 


chistf robs the injured employe or his 
family of the damages even when re- 
covered. 


Tho intricacies of 'modern manufac- 


turing demand of the state that, it take 
steps to irotect. itself from the liability 
to support those who are disabled and the 
families of those whose lives are snuf- 
fed out. 
The state has a right for its 


[own protection, if lor no other reason, 
to declare for compulsory eompensalioi*. 
This may deprive a few of large dam- 
ages, but it, will result in ,-. more equit- 
able distribution than can possibly arise 
under the common law. Again, the few 
must yield their individual rights for 


the common good. 
The public now as 


(he ul(ima(e consumer, is paying cnout;h 
of money in (he shape of premiums on 
casualty insurance (o guarantee reason- 
able compensation for industrial acci- 
dents if (he money were being applied to 
compensation and not to litigation. 
I 


most sincerely urge the immediate en- 
actment of a workmen's compulsory act. 


Special Education. 


There will be presented (o you cer- 


(ain 
findings 
and recommendations by 


the commission on industrial and agri- 
cultural education appointed by me in 
pursuance to C'hapt. 152 of tile Laws 
of 1811. 
The character of the gentle- 


men appointed and (he report, upou its 
face guarantee studious and painstaking 
effort. 
For me to say that the com- 


mission's report is true would be (o (ake 
snap judgment upon the educational sys- 
tem of the state. We are spending aside 
from higher education about ,?14,000,000 
a year on our common school system. 
We have but slight vocational training 
in (he system. The report declares that 
our school sys(em is all 
inaugurated 


upon the proposition from the kinder- 
garten straight through the college and 
that it, has been formulated to the dis- 
advantage of ninety per cent, of our 
children who go into industrial work. 
This report recommends no change, no 
lessening in (he expenditures for tho 
common school system, but 
it recom- 


mends an additional tax for vocational 
training. 
I doubt the wisdom of earrv- 


iug out the recommendations of this re- 
port. 
If we are spending !?M,iH.Hi,UOO a 


year for a system^ of education which 
meets the needs of only ten per cent, of 
the pupils, we should not provide for 
proper training for the nini-ty per cent, 
until by a thorough investigation 
w-p 


have ascertained whether (he 
present 


system cannot be changed and the proper 
training given the larger number with 
the present taxation. Mnch as we need 
vocational training, we can afford to pro- 
vide for a thorough investigation of the 
common school system before making ad- 
ditional appropriations, particularly so if 
seventy years has built up only a faulty 
system. 


Corrupt Practice—Registration. 


The concensus of opinion of (hose in- 


terested in honest and decent elections is 
that the enactment by the last general 
assembly of the corrupt practices n.n*l 
registration' acts, was of great 
value 


These laws have come to stay but tbe 
corrupt practices act ha» some doubt- 
ful phrases in it and the registration act 
is not pcrfccf. 
Looking (oward clear- 


ing up these two acts and making them 
less expensive in their operation. I have 
employed Mr. Lfenry Warnun and. Mr. 
W. II. Thompson, to prepare either new 
acts or amendments for presentation to 
you. 
These gentlemen are well equip- 


ped for this service ns they previously 
construed these acts for the public and 
the board of election commissioners. 


A profound sociologist recently used 


this language: 
"Human freedom is not 


without difficulties and defeats but it'Is 
the only hope of the race; and tho 
statesman will always have the problem 
of deciding how far socialism may go 
nnd how much direct social service should 
be accepted from tho state." Hitherto, 
in Indiana, we have claimed that our 
system of government was a representa- 
tive democracy, reserving to the peopJ'! 
(he righ(s not delegated to government 
nnd guaranteeing equal and exact justice 
to 0,11 men and special privileges to none. 
More recently, much superficial thinking 
has been going on and (he impulses ol 
men have been supplanting deliberate, 
thought. Our government was founded, 
not to guarantee tho unrestrained will 
of a majority whether such majority 
consisted iu number or influence. It was 
founded rather to preserve the rights of 
minorities. 
If mere power of numbers 


or mere power of influence is to dictate 
legislation, then the form of our repre- 
sentative democracy will become in sub- 
stance a despotism. A socialism is not a 
representative democracy; neither is a 
paternalism; and both socialism and 'pa.- 
ternalisni must inevitably abort the hon- 
est ambition n.nd effort of the individual 
citizens. 


Duty of the State. 


You nre today racing conditions and 


principles which, if yielded to and ac- 
cepted, may result, in a peaceful revolu- 
tion in tin: substance of your govern- 
ment. I do not contend that under the. 
police power of tbe state, a ref-resenta - 
tive democ,ra.cy has no authority with 
reference to the life, health and safe- 
ty of the individual. 
Upon the con- 


trary, 1 insist that the use of this 
power is of as much value to each in- 
dividual citizen as it is to a majority of 
the citizens. What we should clearly 
understand and conscientiously preserve 
is the line of demarkation between pri- 
vate and public social service. In a. rep- 
resentative democracy, that line of de- 
markation may be charted in this lan- 
guage: It is the right and duty of the 
state to provide for the care and treat- 
ment of all of her unfortunate children 
who 
cannot 
provide for themselves. 


However, such care and treatment should 
he curative, if possible, and not merely 
palliative. 
In its administration, the 


state should bo careful in its attempt to 
care for and cure these unfortunates, to 
quarantine them so as to prevent an 
epidemic. 
This is not the present-day 


tendency. On the contrary, the tendency 
is socialistic, or paternalistic. Uninten- 
tionally and unconsciously the generous 
impulses fit' mankind are lowering the 
self-respect of the individual. One hun- 
dred dollars earned hy a boy will give 
him more confidence in himself than one 
'hundred 
thousand 
inherited by him. 


That which is cosily pained is lightly es- 
teemed. 
Abraha.m Lincoln would 
not 


have, been a Biblical and Shake.spearan 
scholar hiul he lived in a town with a 
Carnegie library. 
The state which is 


the common parent of us all is now look- 
ed upon as the common banker of us all, 
and no kind-hearted person discovers a 
desirable reform for humanity without a 
second thought to get the state to fur- 
nish (he. money and put it into opera- 
tion. There are. enough schemes, splen- 
did and desirable as they are in their 
character, now being advocated, txi make, 
if put into force, paupers out of many 
people in Indiana, who up lo this titn.s 
have bepn proud and self-rpspecting citi- 
zens. The constitution of this ntn(e pro- 
vides for a general and uniform system 
of common schools wherein tuition shall 
be without, charge nnd equally open to 
nil. The observations which I have here- 
tofore made, do not Apply to this sys- 
tem because the people ceded that right 
and placed thnt duty upon the genei il 
assembly. 
But they did not provide 


that books should be furnished gratui- 
tously to the pupils ia our schools, re- 


gardless ot their ability to buy or not 
to buy them. 


Opposes Free School Books. 


To obtain an education there must, be 


a boy or girl. 
They must have pome 


place to sleep. 
They must have good 


food and clothing ami good books. 
Tree 


school books collected al, the close of 
school and locked up by the teacher can- 
not but lessen (he interest and lower the 
pride of the individual boy or girl. 
If 


we are to lungp into this paternalistic or 
socialist: scheme, let us 
build 
\ast 


dormitories and sehoolhouses and when 
the babies are weaned, let us (ake them 
from home nnd board nnd elm he and 
educate them us the wards of the state. 
In (his connection, let me also call your 
attention to the fact that taxes are uni- 
formly assessed upon (he property of 
(he people of the state. Tbe preserva- 
tion of (he right of a minority meant 
among other things, preservation from 
unjust taxation. Many a childless widow- 
in Indiana is bending over a washtlib lo 
pay her (ax upon a, few hundred dollars' 
worth of property. 
Shall she be taxed 


her pittance to pay for the school books 
of (he rich? 
1 have seen these school 


books in states where (hey are furnished 
gratuitously to the pupils and wish to 
add (hat, if Dr. Hurty would permit such 
books to 
IM- used in Indiana, he would 


cease (o be the enemy of the microbe 
and would become the godfather of tin- 
ge rm. 


Care of the .tisane. 


The purpose of direct social 
service 


upon the part of (he state should h" 
two fold iu its character; tirst, to min- 
ister to the needy and unfortunate iu 
body, mind and morals; secondly, and 
more important, to devise ways and 
means whereby (be need of such service 
may lie lessened and tiie individual citi- 
/eii restored to a reliance upon his own 
efforts. 
This second purpose cannot be 


accomplished so long as general assem- 
blies are careless with reference to tho 
expenditure of public funds.

In this connection let us examine th/ 


condilion of insane persons in Indian*. 
It will not do to sneer at modern science. 
Wo know that tho real difficulty in tho 
treatment of (he insane arises from the 
fact (hat they do not obtain treatment 
until their mental idiosyncrasy has be- 
come firmly fixed. We are, therefore, not 
doing our duty until we educate people 
to understand th.-it insanity is a diseaso 
and not a disgrace, that the}' are doing 
their friends and relatives a great wrong 
in concealing (he disease until it be- 
comes chronic in its character and that 
they would he doing them a great kind- 
ness if upon the first manifestation of 
mental unsoundness, they xvould place 
them under trcvtment. 
Look at this 


problem with its startling array of facts. 
Tho new hospital for the insane at Madi- 
son which hns a capacity of 1,100 and 
which cost .$1,048,716.15, has been open 
less than two years. It is filled, as are. 
all four of the other hospitals in the 
state. These live hospitals have :t total 
capacity of 5,2riti, while the records of 
the board of state charities show 5,042 
insane patients in Indiana. If you were 
to make an appropriation for a new hos- 
pital for the insane at your present rate 
of taxation, it would take more than 
your surplus funds to build it. It would 
be four or flvo years before the hospital 
rould be. completed and by that timo 
t.horo would bo enough insane in sight 
to fill it. And so, you could go on in- 
definitely, building what wo have called 
hospitals but what are in reality asy- 
lums. 


Need Modern Methods. 


Much lime and thought have been ex- 


pended in the development of hospital 
plans and in the construction of hospi- 
tals, and it is to tho glory of this state 
that our facilities for taking care of our 
insane, rank high. But we have not, thus 
far expended much time or thought in 
providing equipment or installing modern 
methods for the care and cure of the 
insane. 
In this, wo do not rise to tho 


standard of some other states. 
With 


great confidence in the prudence, integ- 
rity nnd ability of the board of stale 
charities, I suggest that the study of 
this subject be referred to it with in- 
structions to present a definite 
plan 


for tho treatment and cure of the in- 
sane, towards which we, can work for the 
next twenty or thirty years. The.last 
general assembly took advanced steps 
when It provided not for enlargements of 
existing hospitals but for the purchase 
of ft farm where the colony plan may be 
utilitzed for the care of the chronic in- 
sane. Under the generous action of that 
assembly, this work hns been wisely be- 
gun by the Eastern Indiana Hospital for 
the Insane, and this general assembly 
should extend it to one of the other hos- 
pitals- 
By establishing these colonies 


from legislature to legislature, the in- 
sane may he taken care of, better oppor- 
tunity for cure provided and the expense 
of maintaining the additional insane les- 
sened by more than fifty per cent. 


The self-respecting man who is willing 


to mortgage or deposit his personal prop- 
erty for a temporary loan of money 
rather than seek aid from the state, is 
to be commended as a splendid type of 
citizen, and the state should protect,

sentenced in the counties for one. rear or 
less. Prisoners there could work for thn 
benefit of (he sta(e and (he victims of 
evil habits, who are not criminal in their 
tendency, would by outdoor work have an 
opportunity to rehabilitate their man- 
hood. The expense, of such a farm need 
not bo large. 
The buildings should be 


simple and inexpensive nud should be 
erected by

Criminals should not be worked upon 
tho highways of the state of Indiana.. 
This has failed in thickly populated 
states such as ours. In states where 
there are sparsely settled regions it may

On the very summit of 
a peak 7..~i"0 feet, above the sen level, 
among the lower ranges of the' 1,'niln 
mountains, near the point where the

K.url Douglass discovered, exposed 


to view, the backbone of a huge Din- 
osaur, exceeding in 
size that of any 


Dinosaur which up to the present time 
hns been found on Hie continent of 
North America.

LESS THAN LABOR 


In Eighteen States the Wage 


is Lees Than $1 


Per Day. 


MUCH MONEY WASTED 


New York, Jan. 8.—Submitting that 


the average wage af teacher* in the pub- 
lic school! of the United States Is less 
than that of carpenters, coal minors, 
factory workers and common laborers; 
that this country has the shortest school 
year in the world; that schools burn 
down at the rat* of on« for every school 
day in the year and that the system 
of providing free text books is almost 
n century old, the Russell Sa"o founda- 
tion division of education made its re- 
port on an Interstate comparison of 
school systems. The bulletin is entitled 
"A Comprehensive Study of State School 
Systems in the Forty-eight States." and 
sets fortb^that the annual wage of teach- 
ers in the public schools is less than 
$1 a day and that one state rents its 
convicts by the year for moro than it 
pays its teachers; that tho amount for 
each child invested in school property 
ranges from'$4 in Mississippi to $ll,r> in 
Massachusetts, and that the providing of 
free text books in one state resulted in 
a ten per cent increase in high school 
attendance. 


In eighteen of the forty-eight states, 


declares the report, the average annit.il 
wage of public school teachers amounts 
to less than $1 a day 
In only 
five 


states is it more than $2 a day. The 
highest average salary paid in tile Unit- 
ed States is $!H8, in California, and 
the lowest is $200, in North Carolina. 
According to this, the average of car- 
penters in the United States is abou* 
•$802, of coal miners $800, of factory 
workers $5f», of common laborers $613 
nnd of teachers $485. 
Throughout the 


southern states 
thousands _of 
rural 


teachers earn less than $180. a year. In 
one New England state hundreds of 
teacherm earn loss than $6 a week 
In 


one county in a Central Atlantic state 
the average for all teachers is $12d a 
year. On« southern state rents its con- 
victs to contractors at a little more 
than $400 a year and pays its public 
school teachers slightly over $300. 


Rhode Island has the longest school 


year of any stntc-rlOS days—but if 
these 193 days were 
divided equally 


among the children of school ago in the 
state the result would be 116 days of 
schooling each.

in the last 'ten years according to the 
bulletin. Today tho people of tho United 
States spend nearly a half billion dol- 
lars a year on public schools. The ex- 
penditure for each child of School age 
ranges all tho way from $3, in South 
Carolina to nearly eleven times as much, 
or .$32, In Washington. 


Tho report sets forth that many 


states through lack of compulsory at-/ 
tendance laws, or through their non- 
enforcement, waste much of the money 
that they expend on their schools. Sev- 
eral states have long school years and 
short attendance years. 
The percent- 


age of attendance ranges ftom about 
sixty in Maryhvhd and Mississippi to 
more than eighty in Oregon and Wash- 
ington. In North Carolina, New Mexico. 
Arkansas and Alabama the attendance 
period is BO short that.the average pupil 
would need more than twenty-two years 
to complete an elementary course of 
eight grades of nine full school months 
each. 


In each school system there is a se- 


ries of leaks through which the chil- 
dren escape before completing the course. 
Thirty-six out of the forty-eight states 
have state-wide compulsory attendance 
laws. Ohio alone has complete legal reg- 
ulation of schoolhouse construction to 
insure the safety aiyl sanitation of these 
buildings.
